“fought and drove off a large German 
éubmatine cruiser, Only fishermen 
under the conimand of an officer © 
the R:N,V.R. took part in it; it was 
a fight and a victory typical of the 
men who were engaged in it. 

It was before. six o'clock on the 
morning Of June 20 that the subma- 
rine suddenly appeared, some seven 
thousand yards away. on the beam 
of the leading trawler, and com- 
meticed to fire. She was a big crait 
of a type not certainly identified, 
with a couple of Jarge guns of about 
six-inch calibre and one, if not two 
smaller ones—a very formidable ¢n- 
emy for trawlers with their Jow 
speed and light armament. She show- 
ed two small masts and so large a 
conning tower, that the men on the 
trawlers were for a while doubtful 
If she was a submarine at all. 

The R.N.V.R.. officer immediately 
pummoned his little flotilla to form 
line ahead and follow him; and the 
ships swung into formation with the 
precision of warships. The submarine 
ranged in, and the action opened, All 
three of the German’s guns were 
bearing on the leading trawler and 
her shells were falling all around, en- 
veloping her in water spouts, but 
never actually hitting her. The next 
astern, however, was less fortunate; 
several shells hit her and she was 
severely swept by the shrapnel of 
which the German fired not less than 
a hundred rounds, and one of her

The British bureau of information 
has issued the following: 

“The aggressive Spirit shown b 
the officers and men of the tanks 
worthy of the highest praise. On sey- 
eral. occasions .able assistance was 
rendered by the French, whose, own 
tanks did incdmparable work: On 
the northern edge of Meone ‘the 
French troops were seriously hamp- 
ered by machine guns firing from 
the tops of the houses in the village. 
Tanks were in the vicinity and a 
message was sent to them for as- 
sistance. These complied, but the 
German machine guns were too well 
protected to be knocked out by the 
fire from the tanks, Acordingly the 
tank commanders conferred at the 
far end of the village and decided, in 
a hurried impromptu war council, .o 
uproot the village by sheer weight of 
metal, The tanks accordingly ram- 
med house after house, bringing 
down the machine guns, extricating 
themselves from the ruins of one 
then proceeding to the next. In this 
way the village was captured with- 
out a single British casualty and at 
once occupied by the French.

‘An Amazing Adventure 


How Two British Airmen Escaped 
From the Enemy’s Territory 


Two. British. airmen have just 
achieved an adventure which must 
seem incredible to those who are 
only acquainted with conditions in 
other parts of the line. They were 
returning from a bombing expedi- 
tion when their machine was disabled 
by anti-aircraft fire, and they. were 
forced to make a landing in German 
territory. 

In order to avoid observation, they 
trusted to the meagre light of the 
moon to effect a landing, but their 
caution almost proved their undoing, 
as they crashed into a quarty, which.

Cards For Clothing Now 


In Vienna—Government Has to Aid 
Some 


The prices of clothing in. Austria 
have now reached such an enormous 
figure that the government is oblig- 
ed to extend the privilege of a per- 
mit for the purchase of state cloth- 
ing to middle class families, Persons 
with incomes of $3,200 are now clas- 
sed with the paupers, says the New 
York World. 

To meet their pressing needs the 

overnment is organizing ‘special 

ureaus for the sale of men’s suits 
from $35 to $75, men’s ‘and women’s 
winter coats at from $32 to $67, wo- 
men’s suits at from to $70, and 
waists from $2 to $15. The demand 
for clothing is colossal, .especiall 
from the great middle class, whi 
is unable to pay tailors $200 for or 
dinary suits. : 

In the past six months the govern- 
ment has sold clothing worth $750,- 
000 monthly and still has several 
million yards of woollen goods, The 
factories of Vienna‘and lower <Aus- 
tria' are busy making for winter 
needs. ‘The ‘stores must be content 
with a 10 per cent, commission. The 
scrernment warns the public that it 
acks knitted goods of all kinds. 

For the thousands who are unable 
to pay the prices quoted the govern- 
ment will open a second hand cloth- 


ijing bureau in October, after requisi- 


tioning the stocks of the old clothes 
stores. These goods will be repaired 
and disinfected and sold from $8 to
